zog is reported to have transferred 
Amboy real estate. The suit de- 
mands a jury trial. 


First Filed Here 


The~"case is the first to be filed 


in Lee county Circuit court since 
a state Supreme court opinion 
handed down May 21 reversed an 
earlier Cook county Superior court 
decision and upheld the legality 
of "heart balm" litigation. 


In her suit, Mile. Kulbicki, who 


now is reported working as a 
housekeeper in a farm home near 
Compton, charges that she quit 
her job in Toul, Prance, sold per- 
sonal belongings to finance her 
trip, and came to this country last 
summer to marry Herzog at his 
urging. 


She met Herzog while he was 


stationed in France, and alleges 
In her complaint that he 
first 


promised to marry her in July, 
1945. Later, she charges, he re- 
turned to this country, but con- 
tinued to write, asking her to fol- 
low him. 
She charges that in 


Oct. 1945, he promised to marry 
her on her arrival in this country, 
and also promised to provide for 
her and to reimburse her for all 
expenses of the jo-irney. 


Would Still Marry 


She reveals in the complaint 


that she arrived in Amboy Aug. 
14, but, she says, he has repudi- 
ated his promse and now refuses 
to marry her. However, her com- 
plaint sets forth'that she, is still 
ready snd willing to marrr-^m. 


In asking 
y-'O.OOO damages in 


the suit, Mile. Kulbicki, who is 
now an American citizen, charges 
that she has suffered great mental 
anguish became sick, and suffers

Hoard in Jap Bank 


Washington, Nov. 22—(AP) — 


Hundreds of thousands of cut dia- 
monds—probably the greatest as- 
sortment ever assembled in mod- 
ern times—is in the hoard which 
American 
occupation forces un- 


covered in Japan. 


Government officials said today 


the Japanese government collect- 
ed the huge treasure from the Jap- 
anese people as a desperate war 
financing measure. Apparently the 
intention was to sell the gems for 
foreign exchange and purchase 
munitions and raw materials. 


A war department announce- 


ment last night said the gems are 
valued at between $20,000,000 and 
$25,000,000.000. But gem experts 
with knowledge of the hoard said 
the army undoubtedly was speak- 
ing conservatively and of the New 
York wholesale price. In settings 
and in the possession of individ- 
uals, they said, the value would be 
far greater. 


Whole Nation's Gems 


"They represent the entire dia- 


mond resources of the whole na- 
tion," Edward Henderson of 
the 


Smithsonam Instituicn told a re- 
porter. "This undotibtdly sis a sit- 
uation unique in history. I know 
of no other time when virtually 
every diamond owned by every in- 
dividual in a nation was assembled 
at one place." 


The gems now are in vaults of 


the Bank of Japan in Tokyo. They 
were found buried and hidden in 
many places of the Japanese em- 
pire. 


The gems came ino ptoioesssns 
The gems came into possession 


of the Japanese army when the 
government appealed to the people 
to turn them in. When the Jap- 
anese surrendered, the hoard be- 
came widely distributed 


Telling how the diamonds were 


found, officials here said pne box 
was located in Tokyo after a Jap- 
anese reported to Americans he 
knew of a place "where diamonds 
are scattered all over." 


Find Buried Jewels 


American army intelligence then 


uncovered other 
hiding places 


which yielded gallons of diamonds, 
often in flimsy containers such as

head from the beating, identified 
him as his attacker.

mate of Flanagan's, was beaten 
with the empty bottle while he 
slept In a room occupied by a fel- 
low employe at the hospital, but 
followed his attacker to another 
room to identify him. 


No new developments were re- 


ported today in the investigation 
into the affair being carried or by 
Dr. Warren G. Murray and the 
hospital staff. Officials there stat- 
ed yesterday that some of the em- 
ployes questioned had stated that 
Flanagan had threatened McKeev- 
er previously while in an intoxi- 
cated condition. Two bottles con- 
taining liquor 
reportedly wore 


found in Flanagan's room after 
the attack. 
Hospital regulations 


prohibit the keeping of liquor 
there. 


The threats Flanagan is said to 


have made against McKeever evi- 
dently grew out of a dispute over 
a. card gsm^-Tuesday at the hosb£" 
tal. McKeever reportedly asked to 
be assigned another room shortly 
before the assault because he 
feared Flanagan. 


Pires said this morning- that 


doctors at the hospital were at 
first reluctant to bring McKeever 
to the hearing today because of 
severe headaches, but he was ex- 
pected to appear.

to show why he should not be held 
in contempt for refusing to with- 
draw his contract termination no- 
tice—the signal which led to the 
walk-out of his 400,000 bituminous 
miners. 


The two federal deputies went 


to Leu is' office a few minutes 
after he arrived at union head- 
quarters from his home in near- 
by Alexandria, Va, where he had 
been in seclusion for the last 36 
hours. 


The deputies ascended to Lewis' 


sixth-floor office in 
the 
union, 


building where the mine leader 
was waiting for them. 


The marshals were with Ijewis 


only a few minutes and then left. 


In Apparent Good Spirits 


Apparently in good spirits, the 


mine union chief emerged from 
his home at 9 a. m., for the short 
drive into the capital. 


He stood on his porch to pose 


for cameramen, his cane on his 
arm, and a cigar in his hand. -

Early Union Battles 


Favoring Employer 


Washington. Nov. 22—(AP) — 


A court injunction (order) to pre 
vent a strike is sheer poison to 
organized labor. 


That's why the CIO and AFL 


•o bitterly blasted the governmen 
for seeking a federal injunction to 
prevent the coal miners' walkout 


What had happened was this 
The government went into fed- 


eral court Nov. 18. It asked the 
judge for an injunction against 
Lewis. 


It wanted the injunction to stop 


John L. Lewis from ending his 
contract to mine coal for the gov- 
ernment and from encouraging his 
miners to walk out. 


Instead of issuing an injunction 


right away, the court issued a 
temporary order telling Lewis not 
to do those things. 


In Court Wednesday 


The court told Lewis to appear 


in court Nov. 27 to show cause 
why the judge shouldn't issue an 
injunction, which would last long- 
er than just, a temporary order. 


Without going into all the de- 


tails which followed, that's where 
the case stood—a temporary or- 
der against Lewis, maybe to be 
followed by an injunction—when 
the CIO and APL screamed. 


Here's the history behind the 


scream: 


Organized labor has had an up- 


hill struggle in this country. For 
most of our history the courts 
have been on the side of the em- 
ployers. 


Until the ISSO's unions 
were 


ofteii prosecuted as conspiracies. 
Then the courts clouted unions on 
the head by issuing injunctions. 


(An injunction is a court order 


forbidding a man or group of men

Law Changed Vksw 


The court's view—meaning the 


judge's 
view-—was 
this: 
The 


right to do business is a propertj 
right. If a man can't do business 
— say. because of a strike—he suf- 
fers a property loss. 


In 1S90 congress passed 
the 


Sherman Anti-Trust Act to curb 
business monopolies and prevent 
their interfering with trade. This 
came at a time when corporations 
were getting badly bloated. 


But federal judges began to use 


the 
anti-trust act—through in- 


junctions—against trade 
unions 


on the grounds that some of their 
activities, like those of big cor- 
porations, interfered with trade. 


Organized labor fought long and 


hard to wipe out this interpreta- 
tion of the anti-trust act by the 
courts. 
And in 
1914 
congress 


passed the Clayton Act to amend 
the Sherman Act and protect un- 
ions from it. 


But then the Supreme 
court 


ruled that the Clayton Act did not 
exempt labor from the anti-trust 
provisions of the Sherman Act. 
So federal courts continued to is- 
sue injunctions 
against labor 


unions. 


Norris LaGuardia Act 


At last congress in 1932 passed 


the Norris-LaGuardia Act—a very 
famous act in labor history—which 
puts a stiff limit on the use fed- 
eral courts can make of injunc- 
tions in labor disputes. 


Many states 
adopted 
similar 


laws. 
And that pretty well put 


an end to the injunction as a 
powerful 
anti-union 
weapon, a 


weapon freely used by courts and 
employers for 50 years. 


The most famous—or infamous, 


depending upon the viewpoint- 
use of the injunction was in 1894 
when an order against the strike- 
eaders smashed the great Pull- 
man strike led by Eugene V. Debs. 


(Debs went to jail for six 


months.) 


In the LewisN case the labor 


eaders have pointed to the Nor- 
ns-LaGuardia Act in their argu- 
ment an injunction, should not be 
used in the coal miners' walkout. 


The government 
argues this 


>vay: The Norris-LaOuardia Act 
never was meant to prevent the 
federal government's jetting an 
njunction, or else it would have 
aid so specifically in the act.
